S.O. 95(E).— In exercise of powers conferred by section 7 of the National Highways Act, 

1956 (48 of 1956), read with rules 3 and 9 of the National Highways (Fees for the use of 
National Highway Section and permanent Bridge - Public Funded Projects ) Rules, 1997 and 
sub-rule (1) of rule 3 of the National Highway (Rate of Fee) Rules, 1997, .the Central 
Government hereby notifies that there shall be levied and paid fees on mechanical vehicles 
for the use of permanent Akkulam bridge across Akkulam Kayal at Chainage 5750 of 
Thiruvananthapuram - Neyyattinkara combined Bypass on National Highway No. 47 in 
Kerala (hereinafter referred to as the said bridge) at the rates specified in the Schedule given 
below and hereby authorise the Government of Kerala on behalf of the Government of India 
to collect fees at the rates specified in the said Schedule on the perpetuity basis. 

2. The rates shall be reviewed by the Central Government after a five years based on 
wholesale price index in multiple of rupees five. 

3. This notification shall come into force on the date of its publication in the official

the following vehicles shall be deemed to be vehicles having VIP symbols namely:-, 

(i) President of India; 

(ii) Vice President of India; 

(iii) Central and State Ministers, while in vehicles; 
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(iv) Leaders of Opposition in Lok Sabha or Raj>4 Sabha or State Legislatures having the 
status of a Cabinet Ministers while in vehicles; 

(v) Governors of States; 

(vi) Lieutenant Governors of Union Territories; 

(vii) Speakers or Chairman of Central and State legislatures, while in vehicles; 

(viii) Members of Parliament in the entire country on production of Identity Cards issued by 
Parliament; 

(ix) Members of State Legislative Assemblies or Legislative Councils within the state on 
production of Identity Cards issued by their respective Legislature; 

(x) Foreign Dignitaries on State visit to India; 

(xi) Foreign dignitaries stationed in India using cars with CD/CC number plate; 

(xn) Winners of the Gallantry awards namely Param Vir Chakra, Ashok Chakra, 

Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir Chakra and Shaurya Chakra on production of 
Identity Card authenticating the Award by the competent Authority;
